MONEY IN POLITICS, 


An unusual scene, showing the re­ 
actionary tendencies of the dominant 
element in the republican party, was 
enacted in the closing hours of the 
senate session when Senator Reed 
Smoot, of Utah, of the G. O. P. “ Old 
G uard,attem pted to choke off an in­ 
vestigation of campaign expenditures 
during the approaching campaign. 
Senator Pomerene, of Ohio, demo­ 
crat, asked for consideration of hip 
resolution extending the scope of the 
senate investigation into primary cam­ 
paign expenses and contributions and 
providing the inquiry should continue 
until the November elections and cov­ 
er all campaign committees and presi­ 
dential candidates. Adjournment was 
only an hour away, and Senator Smoot 
objected. 
“ The Utah senator, one of the 
standpat republican who trains with 
the 
Penrose-Watson - Crane - Lodge 
combination at national conventions, 
persisted in his objection until two 
minutes before the hour set for ad­ 
journment sine die. 
He withdrew it 
only after a sensational speech by Sen­ 
ator Borah, progressive republican, a 
bitter attack by Senator Pomerene and 
a significant statement from Senator 
Knox that “ I hope the objection will 
be withdrawn.”
